success or failure of events which receive their life through the 
support of public patronage. It, therefore, becomes imperative 
that the date and facts surrounding the events he kept before 
the public eye. This can be done only when those in charge do 
their utmost to supply the press with copy fit to print. 

Why do other local universities get big stones at the top of 
the page of a sport sheet while George Washington is shunted to 
the back page, when in relative importance the George Wash- 
ington story is of greater interest to the public? May we suggest 
that the press is not responsible, but rather the publicity mana- 
gers of the respective institutions/ The one {urns in good copy 
of real news interest while the other turns in little or no infor- 
V mation which in most cases must be rewritten.)
